Scientific tests 
for Darwinism

1. The theory of evolution pro- 
per, which states that the 


diversity of living forms arose 


` through modification by descent, 
. most if not all forms having 


originated from common anices- 
tors. This was the theory hat 
Darwin established. 

2. The theory that evolution is 
directed by natural selection. 
This was the mechanism of 
evolution Darwin (and Wallace) 
proposed. The theory of evol- 
ution proper does not stand or, 
fall on the truth or adequacy of 
its explicabilty in terms of 
natural selection. 

It is to thié theory that an’ 
argument quite commonly made, 
especially by physical scientists, 
that it is quite improbable thal 
natural selection of “chance” 

mutations could have produced 
what has beer produced, refers. 

The argument is weak. It 
ignores the fact that organisms 
would be dead if they were not 
‘organised, so that the Fact that 
they are organişed can provide 
no evidence about their origins. 
It docs not take into account 
biological numbers (the number 
of possible combinations of the 
basic elements of the genetic 
materia). which are far' larger 
than astronomical mimber or 
that the peculiar property of life 
is that 4it carn multiply 
novelties. It also involves the 
assumption that evolution had to 
produce what has been produced, 
rather than any of ar indefinite 
number of other possible worlds. 
This assumption 
centric, if not egocentric. 

3. The question whether evol- 
ution has procceded at a uniform 
slow rate, or whether there have 
beer periods of rapid evolution 
and periods relatively static. 
Neither the first ror second 
theories depends on. whether this.’ 
is true or: nût. That there might 
be periods of rapid evolution is 
no new suggestion, and it is rot a 


necesşity Of the theory of 
evolution 0 natural selection 
that it should produce change at 


constant rates. Nor is there any 
requirement that mutation rates 
be constant. 

4. The question’ whether the 


‘formation of new species depends 


on the same irechanisms as ‘led
